Atoaaader OaUth Ttakee the ataad and

Several of tha Urulherhood Mra. 

Chicago, July 17.— Tbe sensational de- 
velopmente In the trial of the Burlington 
dynamiten Batorday, and tha expectation of 
tbe BMra atariOlag d to t to a ar a a , brought a 
large crowd to Judge Oreeham's court room, 
where Commissioner Hoyne was to hear evi- 
dence. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock United States Dis 
trict Attorney Ewing oalled Alexander 
Smith, rhe first witneea for the railroad com- 
pany. Mr. David, before Smith was put 
under examination, moved to have all tbe 
testimony given by Bowles and Kelly in the 
ease stricken out, as Bowles was no longer a 
defendant. Mr. Ewing replied that he 
thought the evidence should remain on ac- 
count of tbe alleged purchases of dyiiaiuito 
by Bowles, aa It affected tbe other defend- 
ante, who were cognlaant of tbe purchase, 
they having providod the money, as he was 
Informed. 

Commiaaiaaar Hoyne held thia point under 
oonaidefattoa, bat It had a nurkod and per- 
ceptible Influeaoa throughout tha oourt, the 
quaetloa bringing oa the oonfaarion of Bowlea 
to hia having parohaasd dynamite and than 
procuring hto owa Immunity that tta aot 
eould be uoed to the pr^udioo at thoeewho 
bad bean amatad with him. 

Kelly waa reoalled aad aokaowledged that 
be had gone hj aaothar aaaw, that of 
CharlM OordeU, in 1881, and received letters 
under that uamt Thto maa^ teetlmony, 
under examlaation by Attorney Donahue, 
appeared to ao directly Impinge on perjury 
that tha p roeeo a ttoa opparaatly foU oome- 
wbat diacooraged wtlfa him, aad ha waa 
quickly removed flrem tho ataad. 

Alexander Smith waa the nest wttaess. 
Hk home is In Aurora Hia occupation a 
locomotive fireman oa tbe Chicago, Burling- 
ton ft Quincy road. He left the road last 
February when the atrlke occurred, and has 
since been supported by the Brotherhood. 
He knew all men under arreat 

Bowles showed him some dynamite. Tbe 
Hrst time be bad ever seen it in his life. 
Bowleti took him out for a bugzy ride on the 
occasion. ik>wlea, Hmitb tentifled, broke a 
twig from a tree to perforate a hole in the 
dynamite cartridge so that he cuuld insert 
a cap. 

Attorneys David and Donnhoe vig- 
orously prot/este<i against the conduct of the 
United Stntes attorney in piitHns; one of the 
defendants before the oou'-t as ai) actual 
witne&s against tbe other defendants and in 
thia it to oald that thoy aaorad a otrong 

point. 

"BowleR put the dyauadto on the track 
tnd after we pot abont a mile and a half 
away w«> hpanl tho dynamite go ofT. When 
we got to Aurora I got out of the bnirjfy and 
he went on. The next day hi» told me he 
would leave another cartridge with me and 
told me to put it on tho truok but ha did not 

call with one." 

"Wifi it like thisf n«ke<l Attorney Kv-. itiir, 
producing a cartndRo which sturtlwi Imlf 
the people in the court room. 

"Yes," replied the witnesH, "a packaee 
was li'ft for me with r'ovpll. .an criirin'-er at 
Heck's European hotel. I was toM by 
Bauerelsin about the 74th of June I went 
up to the hotel and got It. It containefl dyna- 
miti> niui cips. Bauerelsin said to me. 'Co 
and give them a scare to night.' I told him 
that I would, and I did it. Oovill '/ave me 
the eartridga I took the cartridge that 
night and went past the depot— •ju'(t below 
the depot— and put it on the track near the 
aamaphom. I pot oae oap in it, came hack 
to Aurora the aame way, and fooled around 
town a little, then went to bed. 

"I saw Bauerelain next day, and ha asked 
me if I bad done anything. I mid i had.

night when I put the dynamite on tbe track.

That waa on 
thethemcmliy ot the 8th ot July. Isaw 
Bowlea before f oaw thooL Bowln aald he 
wanted to get ooam dyaamlta. Re also told 
me to And CMdiag, aad I auat aad found 
him at MlDer^ ahoe store, oa Mala street 
Ooddtaw iravo mo a lettar to hto wife, and 
Mm Ooddlmr wuataad got ate tho paekan, 
which onntalaed oapo aad torn, whicb I took 
out Tha bos aloo ooatolaed dynamite 
cartridges. 

■*I gave tho box to BoiHoa I went Into 
Jack Bhorfa on Mala atreet, where Bauer- 
eiaen, Bowles, Wilaon, Broderick and others 
were ttero having a gLuo of beer. They 
came ootalde and told me to go to Gk>ddini:'s 
and get what dyaaaalto waa there. Qod 
ding came along at tha tiBMk Ooddlng went 
up to hto koaw aad got oat ot tho oaoM box 
that IfooadthafoM aad oanola. Itooa- 
talaed dyaamit% Wo took the paekaga up 
to Brotherhood halL One ot them took the 
package away attar we had a talk together, 
buti don't know which one tt waa.** 

After a lengthy aud rigorous eroM-exam 
ination of tha witnoM Smith, by Attorney 
David, in whWh ha waa finally led to say 
"I do not know wkoHwr I am a witness ar 
defendant in thto ft** q oonfeaalon which 
created much oommcdon In tbe oourt room, 
aa bis cool, dellborato recital of the way in 
which he placed the dynamite on tbe track, 
the court adjourned until 9 a bl 

ThU admiaalon led United Stotea Dlatriot 
Attorney Ewing to aak for a tOBiDorary a/i- 
joumment.

The Demoerats bare fought fbr tariff 

reform for years, anil some of the most 
noted Republicaus believe in it and have 
advocated it. 
Ex -President Arthar eaid ia hii last 

niesBBjje. 

"I recomniciul an enlarKfiucnl of ttio Iipe 
list «o RS Id Inrlmle wlHi ii It. llio numerouB 
articles whlcli J ifld iniojiKl.|iTivl)le revenue, 
a slmpliHi'Htlon of the complex bikI lucoti- 
Blstent sclieUuleof dutlei upon rerliilu man- 
ufactuiK>-, partlrului ly lliose f>r cotloii. Iron 
aud Ntet l, rtiid rt siilisliinllrtl reduction of the 
duties upou thooe arltoleii, aud upon sugar, 
nolMiM, silk, wool and woolen goods." 

Iti Griint'H anntnl nipssa^o for I'^l't, 
he recoiii mended tariff reiluctiijii, and 
Mid: 

" I would mention tboie articlea wblcli en- 
ten into manataotare* of all loru. All duty 
paid upon racb artiolee goeii Ulraotly to tbe 
eost of tbe article wben manalaotared bere 
aiMi miMt b9 paid firbylheoonttimm: Tbeae 
dattes not only ooma ttom tbe oonmiman at 
taoma^botaatasproteetion to fOratgnmaan- 
laetaren In onr own and dlitaat markota." 

During the last Republican adminis- 
tration, Secretary FolKer recommended a 
rednetion of tbe tariff, aaying : 

"Itneias, Uwietera. tbat arsdnoUoa ahonld 
lia ■silt la the rareaoa flrom tbe enateaa 
• • * And It to ballarad that the ttoM baa 
anlTsd wbea a radnotloa of datiaa on 
neaify all artlelia to demanded and la feail- 
We." 

Further Secretary Folger, outlining 
tbe plan followed in the Mills bill, 
■aid: 

**A careful revUlon of the tarH sboald be 
made wltb a view of placing on tbe flee Itot 
■aaaj artlalaa now paying a daty." 

Hob. William MoKinley. of Ohio, ie 

tbe gentleman who wrote the tariff plank 
of tbe preaent Republican platform which 
4«olarM agaioit any rerieion at all of the 
tavifli and on the contrary advocates free 
wbiekjr and tobacco ia order that this 
bnrdeneome war tariff may he continued. 
Mr. McKinley didn't always entertain 
auc'h Tiews. A few years ago he said : 

"Tt«re are exci nsr. m . ^ iii the preaent 
tariff, which sbouUl be removetl. There are 
Incongrul Ilea which slionia be corre<'t«d. 77ic 
fret tut might t>e fnl'irg''(itoithout affecting in- 
furiouaty a tingle American intereit," 

Hon. Joeepb P. Hawley, the preaent 
Republican Senator from Oonnecticut, 
in 1882 let the country know how he 
■tood on this question. He eaid : 

••I will voU tn any direetion to bring 
,aboBt a raaointe attempt to giTa oaa reTUlon 
of tbe Urift / «ay tlkaf at rvreMiUinff apro- 
ttttlv MtutUutneif. I am fbr laaolate, diraat, 
immediate action In tbe direetion of a wise 
revialon of the tariff." 

Aa the Mills bill makes only 7 per cent 
rednetion, and ia coniidered a wise and 
conaervative measure, the country may 
learn before long whether Mr. Hawley 
will vote as he has talke<l. No doubt, 
hov« ever, he has been whipped into line 
by the R-<pabllean lash. 

But there is still more to follow Sena- 
tor^hermanthe distioguisbed Republican 
ttataeman from Ohio, oaet said: 

" Every advance toward a tree azebaage of 
eommodltiee to an advance in elvlUaatlon ; 
every ob<tractlon to a free exobange to liorn 
of tbe Name narrow, despotic aplrlt wbleb 
plante<l cRHtles upon the Rblne to plander 
l>pacefal oorannerce ; every obstruction to 
<'oiiun» i r. iH a tax upon oonsumpilou, cv«ry 
rurUilij III n fret ezchangf. cheapens eommodi-

Notlilrikt U worne tliiin 
sect i<in illsrii within a MHt Kin, anil nothing Ih 
better lor thr> peace ol uHtlont thuu uure- 
sirioti'ii fi '-e.ioin of commerce and iBteieonraa 
with each other." 

Judging from the Senator's speech at 
CincintiMfi a fnw d.iys a>ro he Btill enter- 
tains the same viewH >\h exi>re(*8ed above. 

The TariflrOommiHfion authorized by a 
Republican congress in 1882 represented 
wool interests, iron interests, and tbecot- 
ton and suijar intere^tn. It was composed 
of protectionisu, and yet tbat Oommis- 
sion reported in favor of a redaction of 
twenty per cent, in the tiiriir rates— while 
the Hills bill, at which so many anathe- 
mas are hurled, will rsdnoe exiling rates 
only about seven perooBk 

This is what the Tariff Oommission, 
appointed by tbe RepublleaBS, aaid in 
gpeakintfof their own report: 

" In the inecbanlcal and manafMtnrlng lu- 
dustrlea, espnolally those wblob bave been 
loug eattbltslivd, It would seem tbat the Im- 
provemeuta lu mauhtuery and prooetiaea 
made within the last twenty yttani, aud the 
high acale of produi^tlveneHS whioh has be- 
oome a cbaracterlaMo of their eatabllshments, 
wouid ptrmit our manu/actureri (■> eompite with 
tMr /ortifn rivals under a tubttmnluU reduc- 
Hen of 0Ki»Ung du(i<«. 

A substantial reduction of tarlfldutlea Is de- 
manded, not by a mere Indlacrlmlnate pop- 
ular elamer, bat br tbe best ooaservauve 
•pialeB of tbe eoaatry, laeladli^ tbat wbMi 
MsiniermsrtlaMS bssnawst streanaasfsr 
I ef ow aatfonal Indaslilsi 
aiatasttaB of the azietlac 
igHMs aotealrasa 
4ne leeogaltloa , al pabUe sentlmeat and a 
■eesaare of Joatiee to eonsamwi, M eiw sen* 
4Mfv« (e th* ff«ntral induttrial prosper itp. 

Wfl might contiaoa at yreat length 
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noting Republican arguments awl pkM 
'or tariff reform. There has been no re- 
vision since the above views were ex- 
pressed, and the necessity of a just revis- 
ion is much stronger to-day than ever b»- 
fore. Especially will this be recognised 
when one looks at the enormous surplus 
of over $100,000,000 locked up in the 
treasury—money that has been wrung 
from the people by tiie lii^rli farilF 
money tbat ought to be in circulation, 
where it belongs. And this enormous 
surplus is slill growinjf larger day by day. 

Another thing we wish to call the at- 
tention of our readers to, and that is that 

the cry of " fre»» trade " was never raised 
against Mr. Arthur; it was never raised 
against General Grant ; it has never been 
raised against Secretary Folger; it has 
never been raised against Hon. Wm. Mc- 
Kinley ; it has never been raised against 
Senator Hawley, and it has never been 
raised a/ainst Senator Sherman. Repub- 
licans never raved and ranteil and held 
up tbe bugaboo of free trade when their 
leaders advocated tariff revision and re- 
form. "Snw, h')wovi'r, Democrats are de- 
nounced as " free traders " as soon as 
they get into power and attempt to revise 
the tariff system. They are going to 
ruin the country, say these Republican 
demagogues. The Mills bill Is a free 
trade measure, RepuMicans claim, when 
it is but a wise and conservative attempt 
to bring about just what Arthur, Grant, 
Folger, Hawley, McKinley and Sherman 
admit is needed for "general industrial 
prosperity." 

We trust nothing more Is necessary to 
expose the utter Inconsistency of Republi- 
cans on this question and show bow 
basely false is their cry of " free trade," 
a cry that is gotten up for political effect, 
to help boost them into power once more. 
Republicans insult the intelligence of tbe 
Ameriean people by making snob a 
ebafge. 

Will the voters suffer themselves to be 
misled ? Will they listen to all this eUp* 
trap and flap-doodle the Republicans are 
resorting to in the desperate condition of 
their party 7 Will they be fooled Into 
voting against their own interests ? 

Democrata are working for cheaper 
food and clothing lor the massee, while 
Republicans are now adTOoatiag " cheap 
pipes and free whisky." 

It tariff reform was not free trade when 
advocated by the Republican leaders, it 
is not frsa trad* when advoeatod by Dem- 
ocrata.
